cent of the area of Josephine was
now paylng the taxes for the main-
tenance of the whole county, the bal-
ance, T4 per cent, being in the Sis-
kiyou forest reserve and the¢ O, & C.
land grant.

H. D. Norton suggested that the
lands be classified and appralsed, the
gurplus over the $2.50 due the rall-
road when the lands were sold to
be placed In funds for road bullding,
ete. H. L. Gilkey also advanced the
classification proposition, but thought
that the purchasers should be allow-
ed to get the lands at less than thelr
full values. My, Gilkey, however,
called attention to the fact that all
of these points had been discussed for
two days at the Salem conference,
which has adopted a resolution call-
ing for their sale at $2.50 per acre.
He strongly oppoged the inclusion of
any of the lands In forest reserves.

Wilford Allen opposed the classl-
fieation idea, stating that if the splrit
of the Balem conference was follow-
ed, the lands wounld automatically
classify themselves, without the ex-
pense and delay that would follow
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"classification by the federal govern-
‘ment, He sald that the value of the
lands over the $2.50 equity which
'waa conceded to the rallroad com-
! pany belonged to the people, and that
1t could best be distributed to them
{through followlng the terms of the
ilorlsltnl grant, and the sale of the
ands to actual settlers In tracts not
lxmlvr than 180 acres and at the
{wtated price of §2.50 per acre. Mr.
Allen presented the following resolu-
tion ‘endorsing the actlon of the
Salem conference as expressing the
sentiment of thia distriet;

“Whereas, more than 50 per cent
of the area of Josephine county s
now held in forest reserve by the fed.
eral government; and

“Whereas, (neluding the 187,000
acres of O. & €. granted lands with-
in the connty, T4 per cent of the total
area of the county now bears no part
in the 'maintenance of the govern-
ment of the county by yielding a tax
rovehue; therefore be it

“Resolved, that the people of Jose-
phine county protest against the add-
ing of any part of the 0. & C. land
grant to the federal reserve; and be
it further

“Resolved, that the clddzens of this
county endorse the resolutions adopt-
ed at the land grant conference held
at Salem on September 18, 1915, to
the end that the lands may pass into
the hands of actual settlers and find
thelr place upon the tax rolls of the
county at the earliest possible date.”

The adoption of the resolution was
seconded by A. A, Porter,

8. W. Williams, of Washington,
stated that should the lands be dis-
posed of under the plan outlined In
the resolution, classiflcation and ap-
praisement would of course be need-
less, and the question of what to do
with the surplus would be disposed
of because there would be pno surs
plus. He sald that the United States
government claimed no equity in the
lands. He placed the present value
of the lande at about $30,000,000,

The resolutlon was supported by
Senator Smith, by Mayor McKinstry
and by M. J, Anderson. Mr. Ander-
son combatted the plea that the rall-
road company was éntitled to more
than the $2.60 per mcre by showing
that they had already sold more than
enough lands at & price greater than
$2.60 per acre to pay the rallroad
taxes over and above the cost of the
road.

Jos. Moss and Fred Williams each
supported the contention that the
title of the Southern Pacific to the
lands be confirmed absolutely, and
that thdy be allowed to sell the lands
at whatever price they deemed prop-
er. This, they contended, would put
the lands at once in the revenue pro-
ducing class again.

A vote upon the adoption of the
resolution showed a practically unan-
imous ballot in its favor.
